DANGEROUS PERIOD 
POLIO EPIDEMICS 


Although no canes of Infantile 
paralysis or typhus have been re­ 
ported in the county this week, Dr. 
F. E. .Sadler, director of the Cor- 
sicana-N avarro County H ealth De­ 
partm ent, T hursday w arned against 
overconfidence 
th at an epidemic 
m ight not break out any time. 
"Personally, I’m keeping m y fing­ 
ers crossed.” Dr. Sadler said in re­ 
leasing steps householders should 
take to prevent the breeding of 
flies which are known carriers of 
the polio virus. 
"We are in the m ost dangerous 
period right now." he said. "July 
and August are the m onths when 
polio epidem ics are m ost likely to 
occur. If we can 
get 
through 
August w ith no more cases than 
the sporadic ones we have now, 
we will be over the hum p. 
"B ut until we do.” the doctor 
observed, "I’m going to keep my 
fingers crossed." 
Fly Control. 
Dr. Sadler said the fly serves as 
an agent by which germ -containing 
w aste m atter m ay be transm itted 
to food, thereby tran sm ittin g dis­ 
ease and spreading infection. The 
fly has a flight range of more than 
a mile. 
He suggested these m easures of 
fly control: 
I. Screen all outside openings. 
2 P lace all garbage in covered 
garbage pails. 
3. Do not throw w aste w ater of 


any type on the ground. Fling re­ 
quire m oisture. 
4. Every th ree days all garbage 
piles and pails, hog pens. rabbit 
hutches, cow lots, horse lots, sur­ 
face privies or any 
other 
place 
which m ay afford a breeding place 
for flies should be sprayed or dust­ 
ed w ith one of the following: 
(a) Three per cent cresol solu­ 
tion. 
B o r a x S o l u ti o n . 
(bl Borax solution: One pound 
of powdered borax ip four gallons 
of w ater applied as a spray at the 
rate o f one q u art per square foot 
of surface. The powdered borax 
may be applied as a powder by 
dusting the surface at the rate of 
one ounce for each square foot, fol­ 
lowed by a thorough w etting. 
(c) H ellem orc: A w ater extract 
made by m ixing one pound of the 
pow'der in tw enty gallons of water, 
allowing to stand for 24 hours, and 
applying as a spray at th# rate of 
one gallon for each square foot of 
surface. 
(d) Crude oil or w aste oil m ay 
be som ew hat effective if spread 
evenly and sufficiently over the 
surface. 
Dr. Sadler added th a t these sani­ 
tary precautions will aid in pre­ 
venting the spread of o th lr dis­ 
eases as well as poliomyelitis. 
‘Germs cannot breed 
in 
sani­ 
tary places,” he said.
